The suggestion that Nix on 
turn ov er the June 4 tap e 
brought an immediate objection 
from p residential lawy er J. 
FYed Buzhardt that was sus­ 
tained by U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica. 
Sirica said the June 4 tap e 
isn’t among those cov ered by a 
current ap p eals court order. 
Prosecutors thus would hav e to 
issue a new subp oena and fight 
a new court battle if they want 
the June 4 tap e. 
On that day , according to tes­ 
timony from p residential assist­ 
ant Step hen V. Bull, the Presi­ 
dent sp ent 12 hours in his Ex ec­ 
utiv e Office Building hideaway 
rev iewing recordings of his own 
conv ersations with Watergate 
figures. 
The same automatic dev ices 
that recorded the original con­ 
v ersations were still in p lace 
and p resumably would hav e 
p icked up Nix on’s p lay back of 
the ta p ^ , unless he listened to 
them with earp hones or unless 
too much audio quality was lost 
in the double-recording p rocess. 
“Your honor, I would think 
that it would help these p ro­ 
ceedings if we got the tap e 
recording of that date,’’ said 
p rosecutor Richard Ben Ve- 
niste. But Buzhardt objected 
and Sirica sustained him. 
Bull testified Friday that Nix ­ 
on was aware Sep t. 29 that 
rec(N’dings of two crucial Wa­ 
tergate 
conv ersations 
were 
missing. This is one month be­ 
fore the White House said p ub­ 
licly that they nev er ex isted. 
And Bull said that two or 


more conv ersations couldn’t be 
found ev en on June 4, when he 
help ed Nix on rev iew about 20 
tap es. That was well before 
p rosecutors and the Senate Wa­ 
tergate committee issued sub­ 
p oenas for some of the tap es, 
and ev en before the ex istence 
of 
automatic 
White 
House 
recording gear was disclosed. 
Bull said he couldn’t recall 
what conv ersations were found 
to be missing June 4. One of 
them could hav e been among 
those the White House now say s 
wasn’t recorded. Records show 
the batch of tap es Bull took 
from storage that day included 
the tap e for Ap ril 15, 19 73, 
which the White House now 
say s ran out at midday . 
If Nix on p lay ed that tap e on 
June 4, the tap e might show 
what condition the Ap ril 15 tap e 
was in at that time. 
At issue are a meeting be­ 
tween Nix on and then-White 
House Counsel John W. Dean 
III on Ap ril 15,19 7 3, when Dean 
say s Nix on imp licated himself i 
in the W atergate cov er-up , and 
a call to Nix on from then-cam- 
p aign director John N. Mit­ 
chell, June 20, 19 72, their first 
known talk after the Watergate 
break-in. The White House say s 
neither 
conv ersation 
was 
recorded. 
The White House has p resent­ 
ed testimony that an untended 
recorder ran out of tap e hours 
before the Nix on-Dean meeting 
and that the Mitchell call came 
in on an unbugged p hone in 
Nix on’s living quarters. 
Sirica has scheduled further 
hearings on the m atter for nex t 
Tuesday , and the m atter may 
run through the entire week. 
Former White House chief of 
staff H.R. Haldeman has been 
subp oenaed and is scheduled to 
testify Thursday .

As p art of the settlement of 
the suit, a federal judge here 
Sep t. 2 8 ap p ointed six new 
members of the board of Coast­ 
al States, increasing the num­ 
ber of directors to 13. 
Jaworski’s law firm — Ful- 
bright, Crooker & Jaworski — 
the nation’s fourth largest, has 
rep resented Coastal States and 
is one of the firms defending a 
subsidiary of the comp any in a 
suit filed last June in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court in New York City . 
At a news conference Thurs­ 
day , Jaworski said he would re­ 
sign not only from the Coastal 
States board but also from the 
boards of the Bank of the 
Southwest in Houston; Ander­ 
son Clay ton & Co., a giant food 
p rocessing firm; Gulf Publish­ 


ing Co. of Houston; Houston In­ 
tercontinental National Bank; 
and Village National Bank of 
Houston. 
He is also on the boards of 
directors of two Coastal States 
subsidiaries — Coastal States 
Gas Producing Co. and Coastal 
States Crude Gathering Co. 
“ I will relinquish my p ost 
with the law firm, of course,” 
he said Thursday .

Horwinski of Cheshire, Conn., 
disp lay ed the v ehicle during a 
two-day sy mp osium at the Uni- 
roy al research center here. 
“You’re stop p ed at a traffic 
light in the dty . Nothing is run­ 
ning You p ush down and y ou 
driv e away on electricity ,” he 
told sp ectators Friday 
"Then y ou get out on the 
road, and as soon as the bat- 


teries are half discharged, the 
gasoline engine starts automati­ 
cally .” 
Horwinski said has designed 
the car so that any unneeded 
p ower dev elop ed by the engine 
is conv erted to electricity and 
stored in the batteries. The bat­ 
teries also can be recharged 
from an electrical outlet. 


Horwinski said another de­ 
vice he designed can conv ert 
braking p ower on downhill runs 
to electrical p ower for the bat­ 
teries.

Behind the scenes the members 
of Congress are quietly—oh, so qui­ 
etly-taking mighty, mighty good 
care of themselves. In less elegant 
circles this is called getting away 
with murder. 
Congress crowed about passing 
the Truth in Packaging Act. What 
we need even more is Congress’s 
own full disclosure of its own behav­ 
ior. It doesn’t come within a thou­ 
sand miles of full disclosure—and 
there’s a reason. 
The members’ favorite charity 
seems to be themselves. And the 
conscientious men in Congress, out­ 
voted, are powerless to stop it. 
Unrevealed, the House payroll 
alone has gone up 84 per cent in the 
past decade plus enough additional 
self-voted, marvelously lush, ex­ 
travagant benefits that would have 
made even old “ Diamond Jim ” Bra­ 
dy blush. 
Moreover, the way Congress has 
secretly contrived its abuses is ut­ 
terly outrageous. 
Until a few years after World 
War II Congressmen were paid $10,- 
000 a year with no pensions and few 
perquisites. First they self-voted 
their salaries to $12,500 a year in the 
’40s. Then they voted themselves 
$22,500 annually in the ’50s. In the 
’60s they self-voted this to $30,000. 
Now they’ve voted themselves a jol­ 
ly $42,500 a year. The members have 
quietly arranged to leave inflation 
nicely behind. 
Invariably, the Congressmen’s 
self-serving payboosts are achieved 
by “ voice vote.” They use this dodge 
so that the “ aye” votes cannot be 
discovered. The vote doesn’t appear 
on the record. For whose good? 
They’ve also handed themselves 
a sweet, lush, dreamy pension sys­ 
tem. In addition, they’ve provided 
themselves with innumerable de­ 
lightful extras. Murder personified. 
The members’ 
Matterhorn of 
self-voted prerogatives—junkets 
abroad with their wives, foreign 
funds privileges, telephone and tele­ 
graph allowances, mail franking 
privileges, etc.—are a roaring scan­ 
dal. Their extravagances are simply 
outrageous. But who would know it? 
The Congressmen quietly voted 


to themselves an office at the tax­ 
payers’ expense in each Congres­ 
sional district. Then they quietly 
voted themselves another office in 
still another city. Now they have 
voted themselves a third office in 
their home districts besides these 
two. And, of course, all the staffs 
(and relatives) are on the public 
payroll. 
Moreover, the Congressmen have 
voted themselves—again by “ voice 
vote” —a $5,000-a-year allowance for 
their stationery. And it contains a 
hardly known gimmick. They voted 
that if any member doesn’t spend 
the whole $5,000 he can just put the 
difference in his pocket. 
Many of today’s abuses by the 
Congressmen began under Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson who played 
a “ You scratch my back, I ’ll scratch 
yours” game with Congress and the 
gigantic federal bureaucratic tax- 
sucking octopus. And Congress has 
seen to it that nothing is so perma­ 
nent as a temporary federal job. 
There are now 2.8 million civili­ 
ans on the federal payroll. (A total 
13.3 million civilians are on federal, 
state and local governments’ bu­ 
reaucratic payrolls—a full 16 per 
cent of our country’s entire working 
force.) In fact, the federal bureauc­ 
racy alone has increased 500 per 
cent during a period in which the 
population incrase was 63 per cent. 
For whose good? 
The Congressmen have helped to 
lodge more federal payrollers in the 
states than there are even in Wash­ 
ington, D.C. Take Ohio, for example. 
The federal Bureaucracy has about 
twice as many noneducational em­ 
ployes in Ohio as has the State of 
Ohio. Their total pay is nearly three 
times that of the state workers. Fed­ 
eral payrollers now cost us taxpay­ 
ing peasants $35 billion a year. 
Congress is wearing a mask of 
secrecy. It’s high time it was torn 
off. What’s needed is an outbreak of 
public outrage. Only this can col­ 
lapse these Congressional rackets. 
If you are fed up and furious and 
your Congressman is a part of the 
self-serving cabal, tell him in no un­ 
certain terms that you’re on to his 
larceny—and, here and now, to stop 
it. Hey, that’s our money!

Achieving 
teens high 
on business 


Despite a lot of noises to the con­ 
trary emanating from various quar­ 
ters, the American business system 
commands broad public support and 
credibility. 
By and large, the public believes 
that large corporations are doing a 
“ pretty good” job of improving the 
country’s standard of living and that 
business is meeting its social re­ 
sponsibilities while making modest 
profits. 
That is, if 2,058 teen-agers and 
their opinions constitute “ the pub­ 
lic.” 
The young people, from all 50 
states, were polled recently by Jun­ 
ior Achievement, Inc. 
As delegates to the 30th National 
Achievers 
Conference 
held 
in 
Bloomington, Ind., in August, the 
2,058 represented a cross-section of 
170,000 other high school students 
who operated 7,200 small companies 
in nearly 1,000 communities across 
the United States during the past 
year. 
Junior Achievement, as everyone 
ought to know by now, is a nonprofit 
education organization, started in 
1919, whose purpose is to teach high 
school students the principles of 
business and the benefits of private 
enterprise by helping them organize 
and manage their own small-scale 
businesses under the guidance of 
adult supervisors from business and 
industry. 
It is this experience and first­ 
hand exposure to business that ap­ 
parently explains why the probusi­ 
ness opinions of JAers conflict so 
sharply with similar surveys show­ 
ing deep-seated antibusiness atti­ 
tudes among adults, suggests Rich­ 
ard Maxwell, president of Junior 
Achievement. 
For example, the JAers were 
asked to “ rate the job business is do­ 
ing in bringing better quality goods 
to people.” 
The response was: Excellent, 15 
per cent; Pretty Good, 42 per cent, 
and Only Fair, 30 per cent. 
Another question was, “ How do 
you rate the job business is doing in 
offering young people a chance to 
get ahead?” 
The response was: Excellent, 17 
per cent; Pretty Good, 50 per cent; 
and Only Fair, 23 per cent. 
By contrast, in June, 1973, Busi­ 
ness Week magazine reported that 
“ since the mid-1960s, Americans 
have been turning sour on Ameri­ 
ca—on its dreams, its promises, its 
leaders. Every major poll of public 
opinion has shown that.” 
In August, 1973, the students were 
asked what they believed to be the 
average profit on sales in industry. 
Fully 56 per cent answered that it 
was between 3 and 6 cents on the 
sales dollar. 
By contrast, the public at large 
believes that the after-tax profits of 
corporations average 28 cents on a 
dollar of sales. 
The actual figure is 5 cents ! 
“ Our young people know the tax 
rate on corporations,” says Max­ 
well, “ the importance of productivi­ 
ty, how prices are determined, what 
business is doing to eliminate racial 
discrimination (65 per cent say busi­ 
ness has helped), that competition is 
the answer to fair prices.” 
In Junior Achievement, it seems, 
familiarity with the American busi­ 
ness system breeds respect.

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Nixon's defense of corruption

W ASHINGTON (K F S )— Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon has put forth 
tive major defenses in the past few 
months 
against 
the 
snowballing 
charges of high-level corruption in 
his Administration. 


The arguments boil down to: 
A ) Everybody else does it. 
B ) It was done in the name of na­ 
tional security and preservation of 
Presidential power. 


( ) It is unimportant compared to 
global affairs. 
D) The press is picking on me. 
E ) Nobody lined his pockets il­ 
legally. 


The first three points are not a 
defense at all, but a rationale to ex­ 
cuse scandalous personal conduct 
for which the laws of society grant 
no excuses. Their only usefulness 
may lie in their public relations ef­ 
fect upon those who genuinely be­ 
lieve a President of the United 
States and his cronies have a legiti­ 
mate right to be above the law. 


The fourth defense was reiterat­ 
ed by the President at last week’s 
press conference, and undoubtedly 
wins sympathy from all those who 
have ever been victimized by care­ 
less reporting, of which there are 
unfortunately too many. 
But the record simply does not 
substantiate the President’s charge 
against the press, and he has failed 
to produce specific examples of the 
“ hysterical” reports of which he 
complains. It was the White House 


P I A M I S 


that lied about the Watergate crimes 
and coverup, not the press. It was 
the White House that lied about the 
amount of public funds poured into 
Nixon’s 
private homes, 
not the 
press. It was Agnew who lied about 
the seriousness of his problems, not 
the press. 


And the fifth defense has become 
a mockery. The President used it 
during his first press conference af­ 
ter his self-imposed silence of five 
months while the Senate Watergate 
hearings were in progress. “ We ad­ 
mit the scandalous conduct,” he told 
reporters at an August press confer­ 
ence. “ Thank God, there’s been no 
personal gain involved. That would 
be going much too far, I suppose.” 


The Senate hearings, which had 
just then concluded, had concentrat­ 
ed upon the illegal and immoral 
abuse of great political power for es­ 
sentially political purposes. But it 
rapidly developed that the scandals 
did not end there. 


The President had barely ex­ 
pressed his disapproval of crime for 
greed’s sake than the tone of the 
scandals changed dram atically. 
Suddenly the air has been full of in­ 
vestigations and charges and myste­ 
riously unexplained activities, all of 
which relate to evidence of ripping 
off the public for private gain. 


The most conspicuous example is 
Agnew, who admitted to being an in­ 
come tax cheat and who the Justice 
Department said took cash in neat 
white envelopes as he sat at his desk 
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by Dave Graue

under the great seal of his office. 
But most of the probes raise 
questions about the private finances 
of the President himself and his 
closest friend, Bebe Rebozo. The 
white House has not denied reports 
that the President paid $1,670 in 
Federal income taxes in the two- 
year period of 1970 and 1971, about 
the same as a wage earner with one 
exemption in the $7,000 income 
bracket. The Orange County proper­ 
ty tax assessment of his San Cle­ 
mente estate is being reviewed after 
one supervisor produced figures in­ 
dicating it had been assessed nearly 
$1 million less than it should have 
been. 


N early $10 m illion in public 
funds were spent on improvements 
that included pillows and cabanas at 
Nixon’s private Florida and Califor­ 
nia homes, plus almost $2.4 million 
renovating Camp David. 


Rebozo cashed $91,500 in stocks 
stolen by the Mafia after reportedly 
being told it was stolen funds, ob­ 
tained a lucrative savings and loan 
charter after a rival applicant had 
been turned down, and has been able 
to maintain a Key Biscayne banking 
monopoly under suspicious circum­ 
stances. 


He also accepted $100.000 in cash 
from a Howard Hughes agent, which 
he claims to have placed in a safety 
deposit box where it did not draw in­ 
terest for three years. He returned it 
when the Watergate Scandal heated 
up this spring.

Harvest well ahead of last year

The weatherman has been 
generous to farmers this fall— 
and farmers are responding ac­ 
cordingly. 
The fall harvest of both corn 
and soybeans in Illinois is mov­ 
ing well ahead of last year, 
state and federal agriculture of­ 
ficials say. 
And 
it’s 
the 
weatherman 
who’s responsible. 
“ During most of October we 
had real good harvest weath­ 
er,” said Neal Gunkel, assist­ 
ant to the state director of agri­ 
culture. “ Generally speaking 
the past three weeks were ex­ 
cellent.” 


As of last Monday about 90 
per cent of the soybean acreage 
and 42 per cent of the corn 
acreage had been harvested. 
This compares with 75 per 
cent of the soybean and al^ut 
30 per cent of the corn acreage 
on the same date last year. 
However, the amount of com 


acreage harvested as of that 
date still lags behind the aver­ 
age for the years 1970-1972— 
which was 55 per cent. 
Gunkel said this is because 
some farmers have been hav­ 
ing trouble getting fuel, ma­ 
chinery or machinery parts. 
“ There’ve been little road­ 
blocks involved with the short­ 
ages we’ve been experiencing,” 
he said. 
Among the roadblocks has 
been the United Auto Workers 
strike at International Harves­ 
ter Co. plants, which Gunkel 
said has had some impact on 
delivery of farm machinery 
parts. 
But in spite of dire pre­ 
dictions the much talked about 
fuel shortage has not had a 
great impact on the drying of 
crops this fall, said Pud Wil­ 
liams, state director of agricul­ 
ture.

Responding to a question at a 
news briefing, Deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald L. W arren 
said: 
“Th e President is not giving 
any th ough t to resigning. Th e 
President h as no intention of 
resigning. Th e President h as 
every intention of fulfilling th e 
vitally im portant 
objectives, 
meeting th ose objectives th at 
h e h as set for h imself and for 
th is

At th e moment, W arren re ­ 


ported, Nixon is preparing for 
an announcem ent next week, 
possibly in th e form of a m es­ 
sage to Congress, on a new 
energy conservation program . 
He said th e President wants to 
m ake sure every A m erican’s 
essential energy needs are met 
with out h obbling th e defense 
m ach ine or disrupting th e econ­ 
omy . 


In h is second recent appeal 
th at Nixon’s activities be view­ 
ed “in perspective,” W arren 
said th e Middle E ast situation, 
mounting energy problem s and 
th e economy all occupy h is 
time.
